Portuguese Timor 


Before the colonial period the island of Timor was a point along the trade route from 
China through Indonesia to India. Initially the Dutch settled into the whole of Indonesia 
including Timor. The island of Timor was split and shared with the Dutch East Indies. 
Portuguese Timor (CR8), the east portion on the island, was established in 1702 and 
lasted until decolonization in 1975. 


The first Europeans to set foot on East Timor in 1515 were Portuguese. Dominican 
Friars established a Portuguese presence in 1556. The eastern portion of Timor be- 
came a colony of Portugal. There were numerous uprisings and attacks from local 
tribesmen. Control of the region was fractured and divided among the Dominican Friars 
sometimes the Dutch and the Timorese. Basically, Portugal had control of the around 
the colonial seat, Dili. 


A major rebellion was crushed in 1912 when Portugal brought in soldiers from neighbor- 
ing colonies and killed over 3,000 East Timorese. 


Japan began exerting influence in 1930, investing in the Portuguese plantations. Both 
Britain, Netherlands and Australia placed detachments of soldiers to keep them at bay. ~ 
Japan invaded Timor in 1942 and had a rough time fighting the soldiers who took guer- ~~ ~~ 
illa action against them killing over 1,000. The Japanese retaliated brutally killing over g 
60,000 Timorese. 


After the war Portugal reasserted their claim. Dutch West Timor had gained it’s inde- 
pendence. In 1974 a coup in Portugal transpired and the new government began the 
decolonization process. This gave rise to three Timorese political parties who went to 
war over control, an armed conflict. Timor was still under Portuguese rule however the 
governor left Dili and established his administration on a nearby island. Portugal sent 
ships in to quell the conflict. In 1975, one of the three rival parties unilaterally declared 
the territory independent. Of course, it was the communist faction who named it the De- 
mocratic Republic of East Timor (Why do they always call it Democratic when they uni- 
laterally take over a country?) Indonesia got into the mix and attacked Dili with a significant force. The governor fled to Darwin, 
Australia. In 1976 Indonesia formally annexed Timor. It was not recognized by the UN which still recognized Portugal’s claim. 
Indonesia skedaddled in 1999 and after a three year transition period East Timor (4W) gained it’s independence. In recent 
times it has been a violent and unsettled region.

N6RV Antenna Upgrade (N6RV 


After several years of planning the antenna upgrade at N6RV has begun. The impetus is the coax on the 6 meter 
beam. Never use LMR-400UF outdoors. The outer insulation is weak and water flows right in. Bird claws even 
puncture it! DX Engineering 400Max is much better. 


In order to replace the 6 meter beam an articulating boom lift was used. The basket was threaded between the 
SteppIR elements and went above the top of the mast. The antenna was easily pulled off and carried down. The 
new antenna was raised past the SteppIR and slid right on the mast. Next, the two meter beam was placed on the 
mast. Both antennas are fed with 1/2’ hard line down to the top of the tower where coax jumpers formed the loop 
and attached to the feedlines on a plate at the top of the tower. The coax drop on the SteppIR was replaced and the 
bracing on the tower was straighten as well as a new belt for the up/down motor. Next comes the rotating ring and a 
4 element SteppIR at the top of the tower!

Here is a panoramic view of N6RV’s QTH from the 45 foot lift. The pic- 

tures were crudely stitched together with an emphasis on aligning the ho- 

rizon. The only blockage is Palos Verdes Hill towards the Pacific Ocean, N6CA

| decided against installing a second Luso tower on my property as we might be 

travelling more than previously planned. So, | am selling a new never installed 

dream tower. | received this tower in 2021 and it has been sitting here on it's belly 

tempting me. | am going to start by saying this is a very high end expensive tower == 
and not a DIY tower install. = 


If you saw the Luso tower at Dayton (this one is larger than any displayed at Day- 
ton) in previous years you will appreciate the engineering and quality on a Luso. wats 
There is nothing to compare this to. Each section is on roller bearings and opera- af | 
tion is whisper quiet.. ‘ 


The tower is a Luso 170XX rotating crankup tower. The tower height extended is 
170 ft without the 24 ft x 6.5" OD steel mast and the tower base rotor height. With 
all installed you are close to 190 ft to the tip of the mast. The tower has the follow- 
ing options: 


1. XTC enhanced controller and wind detection system (lowers the tower to 
user programmed heights at different wind speeds / gusts. (I live on a hill 
with gusts at times and this option works wonderful on my existing in- 
stalled Luso) 

2. XTR Tower rotor base. 

3. Elevator taking you up to the mast when tower is retracted with motorized 
fold over platform so you can walk out to the 6.5" mast. (This tower is one 
of only two Luso 170's in the world with an elevator.) 

4. Heavy duty antenna side mounts and mast steps so you can mount stacks 
or large yagis on both the mast and on the sides of each section. ie 

5. Foundation cage etc 


This tower is capable of handling 107 Sq. ft. of antenna and 1650 Lbs of payload. 
(| have M2 OWA yagis that | planned to install on this tower from 40m-10m that | 
can throw in the deal. | sold the 3 element 80m yagi.) 


The tower is at my QTH near Little Rock and will have to be transported on two 
semi's. The counterweights weigh 16,000Ibs each so good size crane required for 
loading and unloading. You get the picture. 


Although this is my personal tower, my company is Luso Japan's NA partner so we 
can offer professional turnkey installation to the prospective buyer. 


| am selling this tower at 60% of what it would cost you today. It is still a chunk of 
change but you get what you pay for and this is a once in a life opportunity to get a
